Sierra Madreans whose trash is traditionally 
picked up on Monday will be part of the pilot 
recycling program implemented by the city and by 
Western Waste Industries, the city’s trash haulers. 

Those in the recycling pilot program will be 
given a special container in which they will be asked 
to save aluminum, glass and plastic. They will also 
be asked to save newspapers which will be placed 
at the side of the container that has been especially 
designed by Western Waste. The company has also 
ordered a special trash truck for the purpose of 
picking up the recycled products each Monday. 

People living in this area will not be charged 
for this pilot program which will continue at least 
three months and may last as long as six months. 


Councilman Roy Buchan, council liaison, says 
that Western Waste and the city will split the cost 
which will amount to about $1.25 for each o( the 
1500 homes involved. Western Waste will keep all 
the recyclables and will take the profit of this par¬ 
ticular program, Buchan says. 

City Administrator Jim McRea reminds the 
community that Sierra Madre Lnvironmental Ac¬ 
tion Council (SMEAC) will continue its usual vol¬ 
untary recycling program in the recycling center east 
of town in the city yards. 

After three to six months, the pilot program 
will be re-evaluated, Buchan explains. If 90 percent 
of the homes go along with the special pickup 
program, the city will become involved and at that 
point each home will pay $1.25 per month to par¬ 
ticipate in the recycling program. 


McRea explains that the city of Glendale has 
put Sierra Madre on notice that the city’s trash vol¬ 
ume must be cut by 5 percent “if we wish to con¬ 
tinue to use Scholl Canyon for dumping.” After a 
discussion with Western Waste, the city decided to 
proceed with the pilot recycling program with the 
trash haulers. 

Size of the recycling bin, painted orange, is 
approximately 20 inches by 16 inches by about a foot 
deep. 

The recycling truck and trash truck will probably 
not arrive on Monday homes at the same time. 

The committee consists of Buchan, McRea, 
Bruce Garbaccio, Laurie Cooper, Dr. Albert 
Metzger, Nan Carlton, Ron Coleman and represen¬ 
tatives of Western Waste who include Bernie Nash 
Alan Milner and Craig Osepian. 


Conservancy Committee receives $3000 
from council for incorporation, help 


Sierra Madre’s Ad Hoc Mountain Conservancy 
Committee requested a $3000 authorization for ex¬ 
penditures, which the council approved. It also out¬ 
lined its progress to date for the City Council at 
the Aug. 22 meeting. 

Randall Taylor, committee chairman, stated 
that the committee has held three meetings to date 
and has been addressing the question of whether 
or not a conservancy is feasible. 


He said that $627 would be needed to file 
incorporation papers with the state. When this is 
completed, the conservancy can obtain tax exempt 
status and most of the incorporation fee would be 
refunded. 

An additional $1000 to $2000 will be needed 
to pay expenses for professional personnel from the 
nationwide Public Land Trust, headquarieied in 
San Francisco, to conduct a public seminar and 


meet with committee members to provide expertise 
and resource information about establishing a con¬ 
servancy in Sierra Madre. 

Mayor Bruce Crow asked whether the committee en¬ 
visioned a private or city conservancy and Tqyor stated 
that they wanted to talk to the Land Trust people in 
regard to this. 

Crow also asked what limits could be placed

Kelly, Maurer ‘square off over possible developments 


Close to 40 residents turned out for a lively 
meeting of the Homeowners/Residents Association 
on Thursday, Aug. 24 as Sandra Kelly took the 
podium for an address on “Developer Takeover 
Behind Old City Hall.” Mayor Pro Tern George 
Maurer was also on hand following the presentation 
to respond to questions raised during the meeting. 

Kelly, who has lived on Windsor Lane (in the 
“target area”) for the past 5 years, said that the 
threat of development in that area had two fronts: 
the threat of the building of a retirement hotel and 
the threat of a shopping center being built in that 
area following the initial release of the paper 
prepared by Economic Research Associates, com¬ 
missioned as a consulting report by Main Street. 

Kelly was opposed to any development in the 


area and referred to that particular neighborhood 
as resembling an “old lady — full of history, 
charm, beauty, and yes, wrinkles. But it’s going 
through a face lift. Most of us have no wish to 
move.” 

Regarding the retirement hotel idea. Kelly 
felt that the idea would not be good tor Sierra Madre. 
Questions then arose about certain statements 
she made about the size of the hotel, its impact on 
the city and the question of whether or not the 
hotel would benefit the city. Audience participation 
left mixed reactions and the questions were left un¬ 
answered. 

“I’m not opposed to a retirement hotel,” Kelly 
responded. “But 1 am opposed to removing a 
healthy R-1 neighborhood.” 


Her presentation then turned to discuss recom¬ 
mendation number four from the ERA report, 
which was to “build a shopping center where our 
homes are.” She went on to add that “Sierra Madre’s 
problems can be solved without leveling an R-1 nei¬ 
ghborhood” although she did not state what those 
problems were or how they could be solved. 

In response to both discussions on the two 
proposed projects, one resident asked if anyone had 
seen renderings of either project. Kelly answered that 
none had been drawn up. “Then how can we object 
to something we haven’t seen,” the resident replied. 
“We shouldn’t worry until we see what there is to 
worry about. We have ordinances they have to 
comply with.”

Violence reports that one child is killed 
and 10 are injured every day in the 
USA by accidental shootings. Seventy 
percent of those incidents occur while 
the child is home alone. More than 109 
accidental shootings have already been 
reported to the center this year.

As expected, there has been “mixed 
action” to the Aug. 3 column concerning CRA 
expenditures to facilitate attraction of a variety 
store merchandiser to downtown Sierra Madre. 

Several cards and letters were received. 
Others have stopped me on the street or shared 
their views by phone. Most will agree it^ is 
important for us (the community) to be active 
in the prospecting effort. Most agree something 
needs to be done to help prospective new re¬ 
tailers locate when help is needed. Everyone 
agrees any help offered to new businesses 
should be available to our existing businesses. 

Since the total number of responses was 
small 1 won’t say there is strong support 
nor strong opposition. What is clear is that 
there are wide differences of opinion about the 
extent to which local government — or Main 
Street — should be involved when “induce¬ 


ments” are needed to attract new business. 

Pffl i estate professionals familiar with the 
commercial market in Arcadia, Pasadena and 
the surrounding area are aware it is not un¬ 
common for prospective tenants to demand -- 
and receive — anywhere from one to six 
months “free rent” as part of their lease 
package. When there is a glut of space that 
figure may go to nine months or a year. That’s 
the real world. That’s what some aggressive 
property owners do to fill their space. 

Downtown locations, especially in small 
towns, are not the most desirable space usually. 
Parking, building condition and traffic counts 
often don’t compare with strip retail or mall 
locations. 

Reality has a way of rudely shattering un¬ 
informed, optimistic illusions. Huntington 
Drive between Santa Anita and 5th Avenue 
in Arcadia would not be undergoing the 
current development if Arcadia’s CRA had not 
used a broad mix of marketing incentives. 

No. Just because someone else is doing 
something is not necessarily a strong or even 
good reason for us to do the same thing. 
Being aware of what the competition is doing 
does provide some insight relative to the pro¬ 
jective success one can expect in similar situa¬ 
tions. 

It’s great to believe that willing property 
owners and interested commercial business 
prospects will successfully negotiate more often 
than not. My question is, will they do it within 
the time frame required to revitalize downtown 
Sierra Madre and will the “commercial” part 
of them be the commercial enterprises we 
need?

Dr. Michael N. Bud- 
incich and Dr. Martin 
G. Habern, both resi¬ 
dents of Sierra Madre 
who practice together in 
Pasadena, are plan¬ 
ning a free workshop 
Sept. 6 at 7:30 p.m.

“Back pain and related 
injuries also account 
for 80 percent of 
the costs in California 
Worker’s Compensation 
claims. It is America’s 
most devastating crip- 
pler and we are com- 
mited to its ameliora¬ 
tion in future decades,” 
C9VS Budincich. 


SHARE, an acronym 
for St. Luke Hospital 
Alcohol Rehabilitation 
Education, is the Pasa¬ 
dena medical center’s 
answer to the prob¬ 
lem of chemical depen¬ 
dency. 

First opened in 1974, 
the facility has treated 
some 13,500 patients in 
its inpatient rehabilitation 
program and on out¬ 
patient component for 
codependency as well as 
addicts. 

The inpatient care unit 
is a 22-bed facility which 
puts patients on a 28- 
day rehab schedule that 
occupies their time in 
a highly structured at¬ 
mosphere. “It (a full 
schedule) keeps their 
minds away from crav¬ 
ing,” explains Luke 
Seibert, a certified 
addiction counselor who 
is marketing coordinator 
for the adult chemical 
dependency services at 
St. Luke Medical Center. 

The typical daily rou¬ 
tine includes physical 
conditioning, roundtable 
discussions, lectures, 
group therapy, recrea¬ 
tion and exercise therapy. 

The hospital’s pro¬ 
gram also includes com¬ 
munity education and, 
each Monday night, 
an intervention 


orientation seminar is 
offered free of charge. 

A relatively new 
track offered at St. Luke 
is a day care option which 
is a highly structured 
program without the 
patients sleeping 
at the hospital. Seibert 
explains that this pro¬ 


gram still leaves 
the patient subject to ( 
outside pressures and it i 
is not a good choice i 
if the family situation < 
is unstable. How¬ 
ever, day care is a via¬ 
ble option if finances 
and/or insurance are 
limited, and it is a good 
way for patients to ease 
out into society, 
according to Seibert. 

Dr. Richard Maize' 
is the medical director 
of the program which 
also realizes the exper¬ 
tise of registered nurses, 
consulting psychologists 
and family therapists as 
well as art and psycho¬ 
drama therapists. 

Seibert started in the 
field of drug rehabilita¬ 
tion in 1982 when he was 
a recreational thera¬ 
pist in a Chicago ado¬ 
lescent unit while studying 
for a B.A. in human 
services at National 
College of Education 
in Evanston, Ill. He has 
been affiliated with St. 
Luke for the past 
three years. 

In recent years he has 
noted a change in the 
drug addiction scene, 
sighting addicts who are 
sicker, that cocaine and 
poly drug use are most 
prevalent and that there 
is more addiction to per- 
1 scription medication. 

He adds that when the 
' dependency unit was 
; opened 15 years ago, 

I alcohol was the prime 
I cause of addiction and 
; that the typical addict 
5 was white, male, white 
t collar worker, 48 years 
- old. 


Now the average pa¬ 
tient is 30 years old and 
is involved with 
mixed substance abuse. 
Only 50 percent are white, 
while the other half is 
divided equally between 
blacks and hispanics. 
Only about one-third are 
white collar workers 
today. 

Seibert adds that the 
services offered by the 
SHARE unit reflect the 
changing needs of these 
patients.

Construction sites 
throughout California in 
the late 1980s record¬ 
ed the highest number of 
reported arson fires by 
property type, accord¬ 
ing to statistics com¬ 
piled by the State 
Fire Marshal’s Office. 

Over 43 percent of the 
total number of arson 
incidents reported last 
year occurred at con¬ 
struction sites, with 
residential fires second 
in the number of fires 
by property type with 
20 percent of the total 
incidents reported. 

The California FAIR 
Plan, a statewide fire 
insurance pool, rec¬ 
ommends a six-foot con¬ 
struction site fence, and 
the posting of a security 
guard on the premises 
of sites with sig¬ 
nificant completion value.

About six miles west of downtown Los Angeles 
in the mid-Wilshire district two forms of energy 
exist side by side. Very evident is the nervous energy 
of modern-day traffic and man-made acitvity. Then, 
in a drama that has been unfolding for some 40,000 
years, there is the slower-paced bubbling of asphalt 
seeps known as the La Brea Tar Pits. 

During those many millenia, hapless animals, 
as they sought life-giving water, were lured into the 
deceptive ooze and found instead a death trap. So 
many animals were caught in the mire that these 
asphalt pits became a veritable bone bonanza. It 
is the world’s largest collection of fossil remains 
of the Pleistocene Era or Ice Age. 

The pits are located in Hancock Park. Los 
Angeles County’s newest museum. The George C. 
Page Museum of La Brea Discoveries, has been 
built there to provide a window on the past. In 
addition to exhibits, films and demonstrate, the 
museum also has a glass-enclosed laboratory where 
the public observes work being done as excavated 
material is analyzed and recorded. In the sophisti¬ 
cated science of today the excavating is carried on 
layer by later and then analyzing and piecing 
together is a slow, time-consuming process. For¬ 
tunately, the museum staff of just four or five 
people is augmented by a number of dedicated 
volunteers. 

For almost six years Sierra Madre resident 
Michael Charters has been one of those vol¬ 
unteers, a job you might say he oozed into. 
Charters wears a T-shirt on which is printed 
“Excavation Team, Rancho La Brea, Pit No. 19.” 
The number 91 is the number of the 13-foot 
pit where they are digging. It, too, has an ob¬ 
servation window for spectators and it is the 
only dig on public view in a U.S. city. 

Recently, Charters helped uncover a partial skull 
and pelvic bone of a saber-tooth cat that was found 
imbedded in a layer confirmed to be 33,000 years 
old. Uncovering the large find has been going on 
since last summer as work in the pit is done in a 
grid no larger than three feet wide by three feet long 
and six inches deep. Funding also limits pit work to 
just nine weeks during summer. 

Last summer over 700 fossils were found, says 
Charters. They work in hardened asphalt but as 
material is removed soft asphalt and water seep in 
making this a messy job and wearing boots is re¬ 
quired. Much of the lab work is like a jigsaw puzzle 
because of the year’s circumstances such as material 
' washing into the pits and earthquakes separate and 
mix the bones. This recently uncovered saber¬ 
tooth skull and pelvic bone were found cemented to¬ 


gether because the matrix material in between had 
dried out and hardened.^ 

In the earlier days of this fossil finding the large 
bones were the big excitement but today focus has 
shifted. Small animals that do not migrate such as 
moles, mice, bats, birds, snakes, insects, etc. give a 
better idea of climate and local conditions during say 
30,000 years ago. Much of this material may be as

small as V4 inch and require study under a micrtK 
scope, but, says Charters, you become aware of 
nature’s wonderful design when you study, for ex¬ 
ample, the tiny teeth of small animals. 

The majority of large animals of which 
skeletal remains have been recovered are long since 
extinct. Just a few of these are California’s state 
fossil, the saber-tooth cat (not tiger), varieties of 
horses and camels which evolved in North America, 
the North American lion, 20 percent larger 
than today’s African lion, dire wolves which ran in 
packs, relatives of the elephant, such as the masta- 
don and twice its size the 12-foot-high mammoth 
with huge curving tusks, bison, deer, etc. 

Giant ground sloths walked on the sides of their 
hind feet and on knuckles of front feet and were no 
doubt slow and sluggish as they lumbered about. 
However, they had heavy fur and thick skin im¬ 
bedded with bone-like nodules for protectiori. 
Charters has found several of these nodules. As ani¬ 
mals were caught in the lethal pits, huge vultures 
known as Teratornis descended to feast, and 
with their heavy wings of about 12-foot span, they, 
too, became victims. 

Paleontologists have two theories as to 
why these animals becanw extincL The change 
of weather (Ice Age ended) and the advent of 
man Into the area. Charters feels It could be a 
combination of both because neither one by 
Itself perhaps would have resulted in the ex¬ 
tinction of so many species In such a short 
time. One of the great mysteries about these 
foesil finds is that only one human has 
been found, a 9000 -year-old woman. If there 
was one human, they why not more? 

Charters is able to find time to be a volunteer 
because at home he fills the role of ‘ Mr. Mom. 


^His wife works as a TV writer and Charters helps 
sdlvs.the problem of caring for their 15-month-old 
daught^ Grade. 

The entire Wilshire/Fairfax area is undermined 
with asphalt and when construction work takes place 
there, museum people move quickly to remove as 
much material as possible and store it in plaster of 
Paris for later study. 

Just west of the Page is the Los Angeles 
County Museum of Art and when built it was en¬ 
hanced with fountains and a moat but because as¬ 
phalt seeped in those soon had to be removed. Many 
structures in the area are built on “floating founda¬ 
tions’’ because of the tar and it is said that in the 
event of an earthquake these fluid pools would 
absorb the tremors and leave the buildings safe. 

Indians of this area used the asphalt for such 
purposes as waterproofing baskets or calking their 
boats and it covered roofs of the adobe houses built 
by early residents in the pueblo of Los Angeles. 

The Hancock family owned Rancho La Brea 
(brea is tar in Spanish) and later became wealthy 
from oil discovered on the property. They donated 
the Hancock Park land to the county for fossil 
study and a “Pleistocene Meadow’’ has also been 
created there. 

Petroleum has been a great preservative for 
the fossils but certainly petroleum has contributed to 
making Wilshire Blvd. the “Miracle Mile.’’ It is in¬ 
teresting to note, too, that synchronized traffic 
lights were used for the first time anywhere on 
this famous boulevard. 

It does pose the in^resting question that in a 
great distant future will this incessant stream of 
life which we now have along Wilshire and the 
smog filling Los Angeles Basin be studied by some 
new species other than our own?

Mayor Pro Tern Maurer then explained that both t 
proposals were merely placed before the council t 
as “feelers.” Regarding the retirement hotel < 
proposal, he pointed out that “Main Street shows * 
that retirement hotels hold a ‘shopping nucleus’ I 
of 170 people. Those peojrie basically do all the busi- ' 
ness in the city. The side effect is positive: visitors 
who frequent the area of the hotel bring additional I 
money to curio shops, restaurants, and other busi- i 
nesses. But you have to remember, this is only a < 
proposal. That area has been up for redevelopment 
for a long time.” 

When asked why the area was considered over I 
others, Maurer went to explain that by the criteria ' 
of the CRA, such an area where the average tax- ' 
'base is S108 per parcel and where each parcel 
(averaging about 330 square feet) would not allow 
any new construction (under the Sierra Madre Muni¬ 
cipal codes), “such an area is considered prime 
for redevelopment by the CRA.” 

Ralph Schroeder led a lively discussion over 
the fairness of condemning someone’s property due 
to the amount of taxes that were paid. Several 
residents joined in to voice support that this was 


not right. However, Maurer returned and stated that 
this was what the criteria was, and that as a member 
of the City Council and a CRA director, he also had 
a responsibility to keeping the city financially afloat. 
Part of that, he commented might include 
redevelopment of such areas. 

The question of whether the city has the 
power of eminent domain was raised several times. 
Maurer responded that under the current CRA 
arangment, the city did not have that power. 
When asked whether it could be acquired, Maurer 
said “Well, anything is possible. But it would 
be foolish for the city to change its CRA agree¬ 
ment now to include eminent domain. We would have 
to file under the new CRA plan, and that would 
reduce our CRA tax increments by 50 percent. No 
one on the council is prepared to let that happen. 
We would be in deep financial trouble.” 

Maurer concluded by saying, “The bottom line 
is that no one can force you out. If you choose to 
idocatc, CRA nomiaBy pays fair market value plus 20 per¬ 
cent plus moving expense. No one can force you to sell. 
Even if everyone else sells, you might end up being 
one rich homeowner. ’ ’ _ sELBAK

In the search for 
quality theater at afford¬ 
able prices, 1 have come 
across (for the second 
time, admittedly) the 
Colony Theater, at 1944 
Riverside Dr. in LA, just 
south of the 134 Freeway, 
some 15 minutes from 
Sierra Madre. There are 
at least 100 small 
theaters in the Los An¬ 
geles area, some of them 
in ratner strange areas, 
most of them suprisingly 
good, all of them draw¬ 
ing upon the large seg¬ 
ment of actors who are 
at the moment “bet¬ 
ween engagements.” Ac¬ 
tors must act to keep in 
practice. Actors always 
wish to stretch them¬ 
selves into unexplored 
areas. Professional 
actors especially wish 
to break up stereotypes 
and show agents what 

thev ''an do. Acting is a 
sporadic business and 


often leaves weeks 
of boredom in the 
gaps. All of the above, 
plus the 99-seat equity- 
waiver theaters, sends 
amateurs and pro¬ 
fessionals alike into 
small, jewel-case pro¬ 
ductions like those at the 
Colony. Plus, out of the 
hundred, the Colony is 
one of the five or six 
long-established, multi- 
honored little theaters. 


The Colony subsists 
partly on subscriptions, 
as they all do, but in 
this case there is an 
added feature. You 
are not assigned to 
a particular date. You 
are sent your tickets and 
a list of performance 
dates, of which you can 
take your pick. This is 
made possible by the fact 
that the small theater 
has first-come.

first-served seating 
(every seat is a good one) 
and as a subscriber 
you are automatically 
a first-come. There are 
five productions in a 
season and if the 
dates are a little vaguely 
announced, it allows for 
extra performances of 
popular shows. 

The current produc¬ 
tion is the immortal 
“Guys and Dolls” in 
which Frank Loesser and 
Abe Burrows have en¬ 
shrined Damon Runyon’s 
satiric version of the 
New York of the ’30s, 
and it is top notch 1 From 
the intricately crafted 
“Fuge for Tinhorns” to 


the title tune, most 
people can hum at 
least a little of the 
frisky music, and seen up 
close, the miscellaneous 
“dolls” of the Hot Box 
have a delightful tacki¬ 
ness. Stealing the show, 
but by only a little, is 
Eileen T’Kaye as 
a marvellously funny 
and ruefully touching 
Miss Adelaide, and 
Robert Stoekle manages 
to make the ending al¬ 
most believable. You feel 
that Sky Masterson’s 
transformation is just 
another of his numerous 
ploys. Linda Stone’s 
Sarah Brown seems 
ready to accept him 
for what he is.

body is good and has 
long lists of credits to 
demonstrate why.

on land. What guarantees could prevent it being 
turned into a land fill 50 years down the line? 

Taylor replied that the conservancy can limit 
the use of the land, that contracts between the 
conservancy and owners could include deeds that 
would bind the land in perpetuity. 

Attorney Herb Stroh, a member of the com¬ 
mittee who will be in charge of incorporation 
procedures, stated that three to six months would 
be required to obtain approval on articles of incor¬ 
poration and acquire tax exempt status. It would en¬ 
tail completing articles of incorporation, bylaws and 
other documents, sending the information to the state 
and receiving approval. 

This part of the procedure can be accomplished 
fairly quickly, he said, but the tax exempt status, 
which must be obtained from the Internal Revenue 
Service, takes considerably more time. 

Mayor Bruce Crow noted that this would mean 
March or April of next year. 

Taylor stated that the committee would pro¬ 
ceed with other actions at the same time, such as 
looking at various parcels of hillside land to deter¬ 
mine the best uses: scenic, conservation, environ¬ 
mental, recreational or as an extension of the urban 
arch. 

Caroline Brown and Walters Teilmann are in 
charge of investigating the venious ecological as¬ 
pects.

The committee will also be making decisions 
regarding whether to limit its goals to conservancy 
of property rights or as an outright owner of 
property. 

Exploratory negotiations with owners of pro¬ 
perties encompassing 10 or more acres would pro¬ 
ceed as basic goals are defined and methods of 
fund-raising explored. 

The findings regarding fund-raising would deter¬ 
mine whether the conservancy would be limited to 
attempting to acquire land through owner donations, 
or be in a position to offer to purchase pro¬ 
perties.

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Testing offered to 
parents and children 


Arcadia Counseling and 
Psychiatric Associates 
is now offering educa¬ 
tional and psychological 
testing services to par¬ 
ents of pre-school and 
school age children. 

For the past five years, 
the Arcadia based center 
has been providing a pri¬ 
vate psychological test¬ 
ing program for several 
local parochial and pri¬ 
vate schools. Dr. Dirk 
Zwiebel, clinical director 
of the program, points 
out that parents have 
found the test results to 
be very helpful in making 
decisions about early 
school entry, “skipping 
a grade,” correcting 
minor learning disabilities, 
adjusting to cultural re¬ 
location stresses, and 
figuring out how to help 
their children reach 
their maximum poten¬ 
tial.
